THOUSANDS OUT. 


In the great strategic centers of the struggle, the Chicago 


and Pittsburgh districts, many thousands of workers obeyed 


strike order, but early reports stated that comparatively 
plants had been compelled to close. At a,large number of 


the outlying points officials of smaller plants reported they 
yrere operating as usual. 


GARY SILENT. 


Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the board of directors of the 


steel corporation, refused to make any comment on the situa- 
tion.

SAYS SHUTDOWN GENERAL. 


Secretary Foster of the steel work- 


ers' union Issued a statement express- 
ing satisfaction with the outlook and 
Claiming that reports from outslda 
th* Pittsburgh district showed that 
Jfhe shutdown was general. 


An important feature of the situa- 


tion was the announcement by repre- 
sentatives of the 35,000 workers by 
the Bethlehem Steel 
company that 


Jhese men would not join the strike 
pending an attempt to obtain a con- 
ference with the company officials.

The number of steal workers em- 


plojed in the Ctlcago district Is es- 
timated at 90,000, and representatives 
of the unions today held to their 
previous claims that at least eighty- 
five per cent of these workers would 
strike. 
Company officials said the 


number of men who would quit work 
would not exceed ro per cent of the 
total and might not go above fifteen 
per cent 


At Joliet, union officials claimed 


that nine hundred men out of the 
four thousand employed at the Illi- 
nois 
Steel company's 
plant there 


walked out during the night and 
that before th» day was over more 
than one-half of the force would be 
out 


No disorders beyond the jeering In 


a few Instances by strike sympathi- 
zers of men on their way to work, 
had been reported early today, from 
any of the plants in the district. 


Six hundred patrolmen of the Chi- 


cago police department were detailed 
on strike duty, 200 of whom were 
distributed at various plants around 
the city ,the remainder being held in 
reserve in case of trouble

Austrian diplomacy," while several 
other newspapers praise the courage 
and honesty that brought about tha 
revelations of the Red Book. 
The 


Tageblatt 
says Germany was re- 


quired to keep silence about facts 
at the peace conference so as not to 
hinder Austria's chances for a bet- 
ter peace 


Almost the only newspaper to criti- 


cize the German government is the 
Tageblatt, which says the govern- 
ment in 1914 "did not show the sllSht- 
est interest In the situation and acted 
idiotically," adding that ' Germans In 
power at that time plaved the part 
of thorough-going fools." The news- 
paper declares that revelations of the 
ed Book an "awful disgrace for Ger- 
many"

But If he. did, the nature of It Is not 
disclosed. 


Lincoln Informed The Associated 


Press that he expected 
to have a 


startling statement to make on Sun- 
day. 
But just before hastening by 


automobile to Utrecht, 
Immediately 


after the conference, he said he had 
not been authorized to talk. 


It Is known at Amerongen 
that 


while the monarchists in Germany do 
not consider the time ripe for any re- 
rival of 
the 
Hohenzollern 
claims 


they have been somewhat disturbed 
by the reports that the former roy.il 
family seema content to settle down 
in Holland, and have recently bom- 
barded both the former Emperor and 
former Crown Prince with Informa- 
tion purporting to show 
that 
the 


greater part of the population of Ger- 
many will, sooner or later, urge a 
limited constitutional monarchy, with 
a Hohenzollern king.

"Tha Hohenzolierns are still popu- 


lar, particularly the 
Crown 
Prince, 


Prince Henry of Prussia 
and

Crown Princess, and the children of 
the princess are living unmolested, 
and courteously treated, In Potsdam 
Perhaps the former Kaiser 
himself 


may never return to the throne, but 
the belief of our party Is that one 
of the Hohenzollerns, sooner or later, 
will rule Germany again, and with 
the consent of the allies, who would 
appreciate the efforts of such a BOV- 
einment combatting bolshevlsm."

DECATUR MINES TO 


DOUBLE PRODUCTION 


Electric Driven Mining Machinery to Be Installed A.- 


Once—Improvements to Cost $100,000. 


In order to Increase production of 


the two local coal mines, both com- 
panies, the Decatur Coal companj 
and the Macon .County company havt 
decided to Install mining machinery, 
to be driven by electricity. 
Both 


companies have ordered the machin- 
ery and should have received It by 
now. Although each has bought the 
machinery from different companies, 
yet both are delayed In receiving it 
because of being rehind in work. 


The change Is to be considered a 


big Improvement here where all the 
wdrk is done with the old-fashioned 
way, by hand and pick. 
There are 


two chief benefits to be derived. One 
of these is In the quality of the coal. 
It will now come in large chunks, 
not so badly broken up. 
With the 


pick, the miners dig Into the face 
of the vein of coal causing it to break 
up badly. 
The 
machine 
however. 


saws its way deep into the vein and 
cuts a 'four foot swath through like 
a mowing machine, the result being 
that It can be removed from the vein 
In four foot chunks some times. 


DOUBLE PRODUCTION 


Another big benefit is that It will 


about double production. 
The two 


mines here working a full day will 
get out from 1200 to 1400 tons of 


coal wherese 
under the 
machine, 


mining, they should be able to g«< 
out perhaps 2500 ton a day. Bight M 
present, the mines are working full 
time and still don't have enougrk 
miners to get out the coal needed. 


One company official state* that 


miners have gotten the habit of lay- 
ing off from work «o much that th« 
maximum production of his company 
has been cut down greatly. He es- 
timates that an average of fifty 01 
sixty miners lay off every day now 
or only work part of a day whet 
they could be getting In a full day. 


LESS PRODUCED 


"tVe can't get out near the coal now 


that we did a year and a half ag( 
when they worked steady" remarked 
the official. 
An official of anothei 


company said that a miner would now 
get out about four ton a day, where. 
as under the new plan, they wouK 
get out about eight ton a day.
